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On 6 November 1950, the barracks installations on DresdsnsrStrasse, Oschats 
(N 52 /e 71) f were again occupied by the units previously stationed there,, 

All barracks buildings, including the officers' billets, were fully lighted 
at night* According to a laborer employed at the installation, AT guns and 
tanks had arrived there* This laborer saw sixteen AT guns. The barracks 
installation was occupied by about 600 men. The number of officers quartered 
in the officer billets varied continually* The tank unit quartered in the 
installation still had APE 20 6]{0. No training activities were observed since 
the return of tie unit* Maintenance work was being done primarily, according 
to the laborer working at the Inst alia tic 
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After return of the troops from the troop training grounds, the Flughafen 
Kdserne was occupied to capacity by a tank unit in the southern section of 
the installation, an engineer company in the western section and a workshop 
company in the northern section. Guardpos ts , interconnected by telephone 

lines, were set up at a distance of about 300 meters from the barracks installa- 
tion. The shelters of the guards were dxm Into the earth aoout 50 <sm 

projected about meters above ground* It was not possible to approach the 
barracks installation. Three trucks towing AT guns of not less than 70 
were seen entering the installation. 
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
